(i) On day when the employee on tour is provided with free board and lodging by Government or any other Public Sector Under¬ 
taking, he will draw only l/4th DA for that day. If he is provided with only free board, he will, draw 1/2 DA for that 
day. If he is provided with only free lodging, he will draw 3/4 DA for that day. 

(ii) *Cash allowance will bo reduced by J/4th, for each breakfast (including bed tca/coffce), lynch or dinner taken In the Hotel 
of stay. 

(iii) -{-Cash allowance will be reduced by I/4th, if breakfast (including bod tea/cotTee) is taken in the Hotel of stay. 

(iv) Lodging expenditure will be admissible subject to the limit mentioned in the above (able and subject to production of re¬ 
ceipt from a Hotel charging at Scheduled Tariffs. 

(v) Accommodation in Metropolitan cities and where Commission’s offices exist will normally be booked by Commission’s 
office in that city for the entitled officers. Where such office does uot exist and in ordinary places, the officer concerned 
may make his own arrangements and claim the reimbursement on production of vouchers, 

(vl) Wherever the payment is made for stay in hotels by the officer concerned such claims should be accompanied by a certificate 
in the following terms and the vouchers in support of the stay in the hotel/establishment should be annexed to the TA claim:— 

"Certified that I stayed from--—-—~—--——to-at (Name of Hotel/Establish- 

ment) which provides Board/lodging at Scheduled Tariffs”, 

(vii) One daily allowance will be allowed for forced halt at a place where such halt is made for reasons beyond the control of the 
officers/official on tour and to be recorded in writing by him and further subject to the Controlling officer satisfying himself 
about the unavoidable circumstances of such forced halt.
